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Clinton declares national 
day of mourning 


NEW YORK — President Clinton Saturday de- 
clared Wednesday a national day of mourning for for- 
mer President Richard M. Nixon, who died Friday_at 
the age of 81 four days after suffering a stroke. 

Funeral services for the nation's 37th president will 
be held Wednesday afternoon at the Richard M. Nixon 
Library and Birthplace in Yorba Linda, Calif. After- 
wards, he will be buried on the library grounds next to 
his wife, Pat, who died last year of lung cancer..

Nixon’s body will remain until Tuesday at an undis- 
closed funeral home in New Jersey, where relatives 
and invited friends were to pay their respects, a Nixon 
stalT assistant said Saturday. 

On Tuesday, Nixon's body will be driven north to 
Stewart Air Force Base in Newburg, N.Y. An aircraft 
from the Air Force One licet will fly Nixon’s body to 
the West Coast, according to a White House 
spokeswoman ,

WASHINGTON — Richard Nixon's election to the presi- 
dency in November 1968 was the capstone to one of the 
country's most turblcilt post-war years. 

Martin Luther King had been slain in Memphis. Tenn., and 
riots had swept the country. Weeks later, Robert Kennedy 
was assassinated in Los Angeles. 

North Vietnam's Tct offensive had crystallized political re- 
vulsion of the war. and Lyndon Johnson, in effect, had been 
driven from the White House. 

— Every ’month -there- wax something, new-to sct-thc-country— 
on edge. An American spy ship, the USS Pueblo, was cap- 
tured off North Korea; its crew was thrown in prison. 

Democrats nominated Hubert Humphrey amid anarchy in 
the streets of Chicago, and he ran a campaign crippled by 
Johnson and the war and complicated by the angry presence 
of Alabama Gov. George Wallace stealing off with disaffect- 
ed blue collar voters. 

From this yearlong maelstrom. Nixon emerged with a plu- 
rality of 43.4 percent to become thc.most durable and contro- 
versial American political leader of the 20th centuiy. 

Never had there been a more astonishing turnaround. 

It was the resurrection of a man who had spent six years in 
political purgatory. 

lie emerged from the chaos of 1968, political analyst Jules 
Wi (cover wrote, because his objective was survival: - 
"Through all the year’s turbulent events, he had nql sought 
enlightenment, not discourse, not public adulation, but sur- 
vival. Over the previous six years, he had been like a soldier 
in combat whose only goal is not to be a daring hero, but to

A Pacific low pressure system centered west of Washing- 
ton has sent clouds and showers into the northwest since Fri- 
day night.

A strong snowstorm interrupted springtime Saturday in 
the mountains of northern California, while parts of the 
Northeast chilled with record cold and winds gusted across 
the Southwest. 

The storm in the West could bring severe thunderstorms 
and tornadoes to the central part of the nation today and 
Monday, the National Weather Service said. It also threat- 
ened to produce heavy snow in California's Sierra Nevadu. 

Rain was widespread at lower elevations of northern 
California, postponing some Earth Day festivities in the 
San Francisco nrea. 

A few showers and thunderstorms hit parts of New Mex- 
ico and Florida. Rain also wus scattered over parts of 
south-central Alaska. 


Strong, gusty winds blew across the Southwest, and 
wind advisories were posted for southern Nevada, the val- 
leys of southwestern Utah and parts of northern Arizona. 

Strong southerly wind also developed in the central 
part of the nation and lake wind advisories for boaters 
were posted for parts of Minnesota and Kansas. 

Much of the Northeast got a reminder of winter with 
overnight lows below 40. Readings fell below freezing 
around the Great Lakes, the upper Ohio Vullcy and the 
northern Atlantic Const states.

“This is the most humiliating day 
of my life,” he told wife Pat on that 
September Sunday in 1974, a month 
after the resignation. 

The first year was spent alone and 
in misery, at his home in San 
Clemente, Calif. A phlebitis attack 
nearly killed him. He confronted 
huge medical and legal bills. In 
Washington, the Ford people went to 
great lengths to emphasize how dif- 
ferent they were from the Nixon 
crowd. 

His name was not once mentioned 
at the 1976 Republican convention. 

By a vote of 7-2, the Supreme 
Court overturned Nixon’s challenge 
to a law seizing his presidential 
papers — a fight Nixon continued to 
wage for the rest of his life. The 
•Watergate trial ended with the crimi- 
nal conviction of the defendants, 
including his closest White House 
associates, John Ehrlichman, H.R.

He offered his private counsel to

last month, he made his I Oth visit to 
Moscow. 

He assembled three other White 
House occupants — George Bush, 
then the incumbent president.

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Abortion protester 
case hits high court 


WASHINGTON — America’s 
most dedicated foes of abortion — 
the ones who lake to the. sidewalks 
personally to try to stop it — will 
get their turn this week to ask the 
Supreme Court for constitutional 
protection. 

Hearing the last abortion ease to 
come before retiring Justice Harry 
- a: Blackmun. the author of the 
original decision creating the right 
to abortion, the court faces compet- 
ing claims of a right to free speech 
and a right to go freely to a medical 
clinic. 

The outcome of the case from 
Melbourne, Fla., may set rules for 
hundreds of confrontations outside 
abortion clinics across the nation, 
affect some 50 court orders protect- 
ing clinics, and provide at least 
hints about the constitutionality of a 
clinic-protcclion bill Congress is 
close to passing and of an anti-rack- 
ets law that the Supreme Court has 
allowed clinics to use against those 
who seek to shut them down. 

In the 21 years since Blackmun 
wrote Roc vs. Wade, the court has 
gone far to clarify the constitutional 
right of women to end their preg- 
nancies. Thai right remains largely 
intact as he faces retirement this 
fall. 

But the Supreme Court. has ruled 
only once, in a limited way in 1988, 
on the frcc-spccch rights of abortion 
demonstrators. The issue is one of 
the hardest-fought in the legal joust- 
ing over abortion. 

On Wednesday before the jus- 
tices. lawyers on opposite sides arc 
likely to invoke images of two 
assassinated Americans, civil rights 
leader Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
and abortion doctor David Gunn, in 
a hearing on the conslitulionality..of 
a Florida judge's order creating n 
"bubble zone" of protection around 
a clinic in Melbourne. 


King's acts of civil disobedience 
to advance blacks' rights arc 
claimed as the historic inspiration 
and parallel for the efforts of anti- 
abortion foes against clinics. Gunn, 
murdered last year outside a clinic 
in Pensacola, is the martyred sym- 
bol of the deep fears that abortion- 
rights advocates say grip patients 
and staffs outside and inside embat- 
tled clinics. 

- The names of King and Gunn fig- 
ure prominently in the opposing 
legal arguments. One side portrays 
the dispute as a conflict over sim- 
ple, peaceful protests and prayers 
against abortion. The other side sees 
a violent struggle to save the abor- 
tion right. 

As the court ponders the con- 
stitutional dimensions of those 
confrontations Wednesday, its 
overflow audience is expected to 
include two leading figures in the 
years of healed sidewalk encoun- 
ters outside clinics in central 
Florida. 

One is Judy Madsen, a retired 
home-interior sales executive 
from Orlando, who describes hcr- 
self as a “sidewalk counselor.” A 
member of an anti-abortion 
group. Rescue America, based in 
Ocala, Madsen said in a tele- 
phone interview last week: 'i've 
talked with thousands of women 
(outside clinics), and seen hun- 
dreds of babies saved.” 

Her name — a name she has 
given, symbolically, to a dead 
female fetus — -is the first listed 
of the three abortion foes who 
appealed the ease to the Supreme 
Court, and she is the only one of 
the three willing to talk to the 
press. Once a week, she goes to 
clinics in the Orlando area (she 
says she has never taken part in 
challenge's outside the Melbourne 
clinic), -to try -to-talk womco-out— 
of going through with planned 
abortions.

Boorda takes command 
from Kelso in ceremony

Erank B. Kelso formally stepped 
down Saturday as the Navy's top 
qfficer, ending a career tarnished by 
the Tailhook scandal. 

-Adm. Jeremy M. Boorda took 
charge after a change of command 
chrcmony at the Naval Academy. 

; The Tailhook sexual abuse scandal 
wasn't mentioned directly during the 
^3-minute ceremony that focused on 
Kelso’s achievements during his 38 
years with the Navy.

Kelso jokingly referred to his trou- 
bles when he praised his wife, 
Landcss, for being the one who 
always kept his hat size from getting 
Uiobig. 


“She hasn't had too much trouble 
during this tour of duty doing it," he 
said. 

On Tuesday, the Senate approved 
Kelso’s retirement at his current rank, 
overriding a motion by all seven 
women senators that he be demoted 
and have his pension cut because of 
the Tailhook scandal. 

Kelso attended the 1991 Tailhook 
military convention In Las Vegas. 
Female officers complained they 
were harassed and assaulted by male 
officers. Kelso said he didn’t witness 
any misconduct. He later launched an 
investigation into the affair that crit- 
ics said was badly carried out. 

Under federal law, the Senate must 
give consent for officers to retire at 
three- nnd four-star rankings. 

The Senate voted 54-43 to allow 
Kelso to retire as a four-star admiral 
with an $84,340 a year pension. The 
female senators had proposed cutting 
his rank to two-star admiral, towering 
his annual pension by $16,873.

LONDON — Suddenly the 
long-heralded 5<)lh anniversary of 
D-Day has become as controver- 
sial a political issue in Britain as it 
has elsewhere in Europe. 

After investing millions of dol- 
lars and thousands of hours of 
planning and preparation to com- 
memorate the massive Allied 
invasion of France on June 6, 
1944, many voices here arc sug- 
gesting: Let’s call the whole thing 
off.

SINGAPORE (AP) — As a crime- 
ridden society, the United States 
should not try to impose its system of 
justice on others, a government min- 
ister said Saturday in defending 
Singapore’s sentencing of an 
American teen-ager to be flogged.

Public disaffection with government and pol- 
itics is so strong— and so evident— that it no 
longer makes news. No journalist, no pollster 
and no politician seriously disputes the fact 
that, whatever the approval ratings at the mo- 
ment of a particular president or governor or 
senator, citizens overwhelmingly feel shut out 
of decision-making and distrustful of Washing- 
ton and their state capitols.

The survey found 70 percent approval of an 
idea that Kay has been promoting to create a 
congressional office of public polling that 
would conduct frequent, non-partisan public 
opinion studies on national issues and publicize 
the results "so that Congress and the public will 
know what most Americans want for legisla- 
tion." 

But the better response came the next day, 
when David Mathews, former secretary of 
Health. Education and Welfare during the Ford 
administration and now president of the Ketter- . 


ing Foundation, came into town to discuss his 
new book, “Politics for People: Finding a Re- - 
sponsible Public Voije." 

In it, he wrote, "Greater popularization (of 
politics and government) is not necessarily 
greater democratization," a point the polling ; 
and electronic town-hall contingent somehow • 
missed. “ 

The crucial ingredient that distinguishes a • 
mass of people from a responsible public is the 
opportunity for deliberation, time to absorb in-, 
formation and exchange views, as people do irt 
thousands of community forums Kettering ; 

sponsors around the country each year. 

It is the dialogue that makes for democracy. •

substitute for my interacting with you. You 
don’t have a democracy when you have one . 
person’s opinion. You may have paradise, but I

In this Alabama ease concerning 
thc exclusion of men from a jury, 
Blackmun waxes indignant about in- 
justices to women, arriving at thc 
thought that peremptory challenges 
arising from “gender stereotypes” 
reinforce retrograde thinking about 
“the relative abilities of men and 
women.” Actually, what is at issue 
is not abilities, but different inclina- 
tions in certain trial contexts. Never 
mind. The vote was 6-3, with 
Stevens. Soutcr, Ginsburg, Kennedy 
and O’Connor siding with Black- 
mun. 

However, O’Connor’s strange 
concurring opinion actually shreds 
the decision it ostensibly is concur- 
ring in. After expressing perfunctory 
agreement with thc majority con- 
cerning the equal protection clause, , 
she enumerates the costs and contra- 
dictions of this ruling. 

With this latest intrusion of new 
rules constitutionalizing thc jury se- 
lection process, she says, thc court 
“increases thc number of cases in 
which jury selection - once a 
sideshow - will become part of thc 
main event." And the decision 
erodes thc role of thc peremptory 
challenge, which for centuries has 
been considered a contribution to • 
fair trials. 

She notes that the court has hither- 
to held that the "essential nature of 
the peremptory challenge is that it is 
one exercised without a reason stat- 
ed, without inquiry and without be- 
ing subject to thc court’s control.” 
By making peremptory challenges 
less discretionary and more chal- 
lengeable, “we also increase thc pos- 
sibility that biased jurors will be al- 
lowed onto the jury, bccausc some- 
times a lawyer will be unable to pro- 
vide an acceptable gender-neutral 
explanation even though the lawyer 
is in fact correct that the juror is un- 
sympathetic.” 

Furthermore. O’Connor says, in 
jurisdictions where lawyers must 
moke peremptory challenges in open 


predictor of juror behavior, it is now 
an unconstitutional basis for 
peremptory challenges by a lawyer 
trying to do his duty in an adversari- 
al process. 

O’Connor notes that reasons for 
peremptory challenges often “cannot 
be stated, for a trial lawyer’s judg- 
ments about a juror’s sympathies arc 
sometimes based on experienced 
hunches anti educated guesses.” She 
says we cherish peremptory qhal- ■ 
Icnges as they have been exercised 
for centuries precisely because we 
know good lawyers often will have 
intuitions they cannot explain. "But, 
as we add, layer by layer, additional 
constitutional restraints on the use of 
thc peremptory, we force lawyers to 
articulate what we know is often 
inarticulablc.” 

New layers may be coming, as 
Justice Scalia argtics in his dissent, 
in which Rchnquist and Thomas 
joined, and O'Connor should have. 
What other restrictions will be com- 
ing on percmptorics based on “im- 
permissible' stereotypes”? Religious 
stereotypes, for starters. 

And there arc many other possibil- 
ities for new rules concerning biases 
about group characteristics. 

Scalia wonders: The majority 
must assume that the man in this 
ease suffered some harm. But what 
can'it have been, given the court’s 
postulate that male and female jurors 
must be regarded as fungible? 

In any ease, thc man now can 
have a new trial, where another jury 
will hear about the blood test that es- 
tablished his paternity with 99.92 _ 
percent accuracy. And in future tri- 
als concerning rape, spousal abuse, 
sex harassment and other matters, 
prosecutors and defense attorneys 
will be inhibited in working for thc 
sort of juricl t bethink best.

Proposed crime ‘cure’ may be worse than ailment 


"The right of thc jKopic to be secure 
/in their persons, houses, papers, and ef- 
fects, against unreasonable searches 
and seizures, shall not be violated, and 
no warrants shall issue, but upon prob- 
able cause, supported by oath of affir- 
mation, and particularly describing thc 
place to he searched, and thc persons 
or things to l>c seized. " 

- Fourth Amendment to thc Consti- 
tution. 

Is any American not frustrated by 
thc crime wave that continues to 
plague thc country nod particularly its 
poor, who seem to suffer most? 

But President Clinton’s proposal to 
ask public housing tenants to waive 
their Fourth Amendment rights for the 
purpose of searching for and seizing 
guns may be a case of the “cure” caus- 
ing more harm than thc ailment. 

Thc presidents plan was revealed in 
, his April 16 radio address. He has di- 
rected thc Attorney General and the 
Secretary of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment to devise a national policy 
using warrantless police sweeps, HUD 
Secretary Henry Cisneros has suggest- 
ed that the sweeps cm occur where 1 
tenants give written consent. The 
searches, he says, would be “subjective 
judgments” based on a judge’s order 
under circumstances of "exigency." 

Acting Associate Attorney General 
Bill Bryson elaborated: “What we’re 
saying here is that we think we cm 



law. We’re not trying lo create new 
law here. What we’re really trying to 
do is to avoid having everything tested . 
in court, avoid having long delays 
while programs get precleared, in ef- 
fect, by federal and stale courts. We 
think there is thc capacity through ex- 
isting Fourth Amendment law to take 
care of the problem." 

On this one, I concur with the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union and Senate 
Judiciary Committee Chairman Joseph 
Biden. Both have expressed strong 
reservations about the' president’s pro- 
posals.

Several court rulings have indicated it 
cannot.

- vices. Inc. (1987). a federal appeals

ing from standard Fourth Amendment 


right to l»c free from unreasonable 
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..sureties and seizures .... Once a right, 
even a fundamental right, is knowingly 
and voluntarily waived, a party has no 
constitutional right to recant at will " 
(emphasis mine). 

No court has explicitly held that 
even a limited constitutional rigid to re- 
scind a waiver exists. Although the 
Supreme Court and some individual 
justices have suggested that a defen- 
dant should be permitted to revoke a 
waiver, none of the opinions discloses 
whether the right lo rescind a waiver is • 
constitutional. 

There is also the probability that 
some less educated public housing ten? 
ants would not fully understand the 
consequences of waiving a constitu- 
tional right. Tile government’s promise 
of a quick solution to the crime that 
pemieatcsso many of these public 
housing projects may be as tempting as 
the “easy money” of a winning lottery 
ticket. 

Furthermore, according to a federal 
appeals court, “Both case authority and 
scholarly commentary indicate that a 
condition requiring an applicant for a 
governmental benefit lo forgo a consti- 
tutional right is unlawful if the condi- 
tion is not rationally related to tire ben- 
efit conferred."

As constitutional attorney John 
Whitehead notes. “The question must 
then he asked, is the broud sacrifice of 
government tenants' constitutional 
right against search and seizure ratio- 
nally related to thc government's over- 
all war on drugs?” 

If President Clinton’s policy is im- 
plemented. an important precedent will 
have been created. Warrantless search- 
es put government’s ever-growing big 
foot in the door and opens it to the pos- 
sibility of other government intrusions 
into private homes.

Un- 
less strictly limited, it is possible that 
government's search for guns could 
also provide for warrantless searches 
related to suspected child abuse, in- 
come tax fraud, social services con- 
cerns and a lot more — without tiny ad- 
ditional waivers. 

The Founders wrote the Fourth 
Amendment to protect us from the in- 
vasive power of government. The ad- 
ministration’s proposal is a serious _ 
threat to a fundamental right that will 
not tie reclaimed once it is lost.

FDA looks at Lipton 
ICeajcomplaintsr ^

LEWISTON (AP) — Reports of 
contaminated bottles of Lipton iced 
tea sold in Moscow and Orofino 
have been investigated by the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration. 

James Davis, the agency's region- 
al investigative chief, said Thursday 
two incidents in which consumers 
reported tainted bottles of Lipton 
iced tea likely were isolated and 
accidental. 

“Wc'rc convinced in our own 
minds that it isn’t a problem," he 
said, but acknowledged it is unusual 
for two complaints to occur about a 
single product at about the same 
time and in the same geographical 
area. 

Traci Pedersen of Moscow said 
she got sick after drinking Lipton’s 
Original Brewed sweetened iced tea 
in February. 

“I took a drink out of it and spit it 
out. I got that gagging reflex 
because it tasted so bad,” she said. 

Pedersen said there were chunks 
of a reddish material in tfie bottle. 
The swallow made her vomit and 
gave her diarrhea. She called the 
company to complain. 

“Lipton came and picked up the 
bottle and I haven't heard anything," 
Pedersen said. She did receive two 
letters from the company, one which 
assured her that “Reports of this 
nature arc rare and wc arc extremely 
sorry you had this experience.” 

It was accompanied by a SI 
refund check and coupons “to renew 


your supply." There also was an 
offer to pay the portion of 
Pedersen's medical expenses not 
covered by her insurance. 

Pedersen also contacted the FDA 
and was told the material probably 
was mold and that the situation 
would be looked into, although she 
received no reply. 

Tracy Anderson of Orofino said 
she also had a surprise when she 
drank some Lipton raspberry-fla- 
vored iced tea 10 days ago. 

“I took a drink and wiped the 
glass off my lips. I thought it was 
sugar granules, but it was glass," she 
said. 

A piece stuck in her throat. 
Anderson went to her doctor, who 
told her it should pass through her 
system without a problem. But she • 
did suffer “terrible stomach cramps 
and diarrhea afterward.” 

Anderson refused to tum the bot- 
tles over to Lipton. She has contact- 
ed a lawyer. 

Like Pedersen, Anderson said she 
received a refund check and some 
coupons. She is nol satisfied. 

Both feel the stores should have 
pulled all Lipton honied products 
off the shelves. The Orofino ven- 
dor did pull the raspberry-flavored 
ones. 

Davis said investigators spent a 
lot of time looking into the com- 
plaints. Bottles with the same lot 
numbers were checked and none 
contained a foreign substance.

Ketchum’s sunning its time away

KETCHUM - It is solar noon, do you 
know where your sun is? A giant sundi- 
al, constructed Saturday as part of an 
Earth Day celebration, looms over Atkin- 
sons' Park in Kctchum, recording the 
movement of the sun and marking solar 
time. 

A 50-foot long log serves as the 
"gnomon" of the sundial, angled so that it- 
stands about 35 feet high. Large river 
rocks arc placed around the gnomon to 
record every hour. 

. “Wc think the Atkinsons' Park sundial 
may set some records for size," said Dale 
Bates, local architect and coordinator for 
the project. 

By building the sundial. Bates hopes to 
bring an awareness of the sun in our 
lives. “It is important to get in touch and 
get to know the sun," he said. 

For over 2,000 years, sundials have 
provided mankind with a reliable method 


for observing the passage of time. 

"But they arc not in sync with clock 
time," Bates said. Solar noon at a partic- 
ular place occurs when the sun is direct- 
ly above the southern horizon and at its 
highest daily altitude, according to 
Bates. 

Because of the earth’s constant cast-to- 
west rotation, every meridian has a 
unique sqlar noon. Twin Falls’ solar noon 
happens before solar noon in Boise, and 
the cast side of Highway 75 experiences 
solar noon fractions of a second before 
the west side, Bates said. 

A celebration will take place today at 
the sundial in Kctchum. at solar noon - 
1:42 pm. This will be a highlight of the 
festivities in the park, said Joyce Slone, 
coordinator of the Sun Day celebration in 
the park. The festival begins at 11 am. 
and continues until 3 pm. 

If the weather becomes inclement, all 
activities will take place inside Heming- 
way Elementary School, Slone said. 
There will be food and information 


booths, music, relays and entertainment, 
according to Slone. But the sundial is 
special. 

"There is only one sundinl like this, and 
there is only one solar noon - and that is 
worth celebrating" she said. 

The sundial is symbolic of the relation- 
ship of the sun to the earth and our lives, 
said Bates, an architect. 

The sun has always been the most im- 
portant thing to him in building design. 

"If buildings don’t relate to the sun, 
then wc arc not appreciating life" Bates 
said. In Switzerland, there is a building 
code which requires that each room re- 
ceives four hours of sunlight a day, he 
said. 

By designing with the sun in .mind, an 
average building's energy use can be re- 
duced by 30 percent, he said. 

Bates hopes people from all over Idaho 
will come to Kctchum to sec the sundial 
and join in the Solar Noon Celebration. 
The sundial will be dismantled following 
the Earth Day activities on Sunday.'

Minidoka and Cassia counties have 
logged the next highest volumes, fol- 
lowed by Jerome and .Gooding coun- 
ties. Lincoln County is currently ex- 
empt from abandoning its landfill.

TWIN FALLS — Al Faussett was a promoter. 

Promoted himself, mostly. 

“He never cared anything about money,” said his great-grand- 
son, Guy, who is writing a book about Daredevil Al, a man who 
went over seven of the West's tallest waterfalls in canoes and can- 
vas bathtubs. "But ho cared a lot about becoming famous.” 

That’s what brought him to Twin Falls in the summer of 1929. 
More importantly, dial's what brought him to Shoshone Falls. 

"He looked u little scared, to tell you the truth,” recalled Win- 
ston Jones, then a young national guardsman, later the mayor of 
Twin Falls. "There wasn’t enough water to lift him away, so u 
coupie of guys had to pash the boat over the edge. But he did it.” 

Al Faassett remains die only man ever to go over Shoshone 
Falls in a boat, a stunt dun 65 years after dtc fact seems even more 
outrageoas duin Evel Knicvel's trying to fly from rim to rim of 
die Snake River Canyon in a can.

Injury lurks in yout h summer pastimtT

Whether it's n wild pitch, a foul hall 
or a long slide, behind the apparently 
benign summer pastime of youth base- 
ball lurks injury, even death, to chil- 
dren. 

Catastrophic injuries arc rare but not 
unheard of. And lesser injuries arc 
commonplace. There were 140.000 
injuries in organized and informal 
games in the United Stales in 1990, 
according to the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission. 

Just last week, 9-year-old Timothy 
Herman of La Crcsccnta, Calif., died 
four hours after being hit in the head 
by a ball while playing in a baseball 
game. He was wearing a helmet. An 
autopsy is pending, but be soon may * 
be counted as one of the more than 
three children who die each year of 
, baseball-related injuries. 

Last August, 12-year-old Patrick 
O’Boyle of Port Huron, Mich., was in 
a coma for two weeks after he was 
• struck in the head by a thrown ball dur- 
ing a' baseball game. Patrick, whose 
family couldn't be reached comment, 
emerged from the coma in good condi- 
tion, and his doctor said Thursday he is 
doing remarkably well. 

And on a baseball field in Odessa, 
Fla., in 1990, l()-ycar-old Ryan 
Wojick was struck in the chest by a 
wild pitch and later died. His relatives 
now campaign for protective equip- 
ment. 

“Everybody thinks baseball is safe,” 
said Albert King, a researcher at 
Wayne State University in Detroit who 
is an expert on youth baseball injuries. 
“Bunhcrc’s a chance in a million that 
if you don’t keep your eye on the ball, 
you could get hit in the chest, keel over 
and die.” 

Last week, the American Academy 
of Pediatrics released a list of recom- 
mendations to reduce the number of 
children’s baseball injuries. The find-, 
ings, published in the journal 
Pediatrics, are both re:issuring and cau- 
tionary. 

“Kids can still play baseball,” said 
Dr. Gregory Landry, associate profes- 
sor of pediatrics at the University of 
Wisconsin Medical School and a 
member of the committee that drafted 
the recommendations. “But parents 
must keep in mind that everything has 
risks.” 

Among the recommendations: 

- • Equipment should ineludc eye 

protectors on batting helmets, rubber 
spikes on shoes, protective vests for 
batters, and helmets, masks and chest- 
neck protectors for catchers. Pitched 
balls arc the leading cause of sports- 
related eye injuries in children. 

• To prevent throwing injuries; 
young pitchers need instruction in the 
proper biomechanics of throwing. 
Parents, teachers and coaches need to 
watch for early signs of pitching 
injuries. “When a young child has pain 
in the elbow or shoulder, it’s an indira- 
tion that it’s lime to stop,” said Landry. 
Twenty percent to 45 percent of Little 
League pitchers have some elbow 
pain, according to the National Youth 
Sports Foundation.

The bottom of 
the list is loaded with sight and scent 
hounds. It’s like having a top math 
student flunk a Shakespeare test and

yet, in "The Roger Caras Dog Book," 
the samoyed is called “an extremely 
intelligent dog." In fact. Caras notes 
the brainincss of several breeds that 
don't score high on Coren’s count — 
curly-coated retriever, Kuvasz and 
boxer among them. 

“Independence should not be mis- 
taken for lack of intelligence," says 
Jay T. Hafford, an Afghan hound 
breeder for 25 years and board mem- 
ber of the Afghan Club of America. 
Afghans arc not the kind of dogs to 
sit at your feet, he says. 

Andrew Rowan, director of the 
Tufts University Center for Animals 
and Public Policy in Medford, lyfas-s.. 
wonders, loo, if “slavish devotion” is 
our definition of canine intelligence. 
Lists like this one say more about 
"human stupidity than animal stupidi- 
ty," Rowan says. He notes that breeds 
that listen for direction do well on 
this index, while those that arc ruled 
by. scent or sound do not. It’s the 
human who needs’ to learn to commu- 
nicate more efficiently with these 
dogs.

And Henderson talks as good a 
game as ever. At this point, perhaps, a 
better game titan he plays. 

With only three stolen bases in 15 
games. Henderson is, not among the 
league leaders. But the greatest base 
stealer in history (he has 1,098) says 
he could still steal anytime he wants, 
it’s just that he has learned to be 
more selective, lie has yet’ to hit a 
home run. but says there is no power 


shortage. He says he is looking for- 
ward to playing four or live more 
years and to his eventual induction 
into the Hall of Fame.

At middle age, Disneyland still makes magic

ANAHEIM. Calif. — The earthquake 
toppled attendance. A proposed theme 
pnrk next door was put on hold. The 
“space-age” polyester uniforms worn by 
Tomorrowland People Mover attendants 
look more like “Star Trek” rejects. 

Disneyland, the middle-aged progenitor 
of Walt Disney Co.’s amusement park 
empire, has seen belter days. 

Yet it remains a remarkably reliable 
money maker, particularly in contrast to 
Euro. Disney’s debacle of $900 million in 
losses last year. 

Though the pnrk keeps figures private, 
attendance appears lo have tumbled by 15 
percent to 20 percent following the Jan. 
17 Nortliridgc earthquake, Scidler Cos. 
analyst JefTrcy Logsdon said. He cited the 
“Four Horsemen” that have hit Southern 
California — "fire. Hoods, riots and cmjli- 
quakes.” 

Add to the mix the recessions here and 
in Japan, and the March slayings of two 
Japanese exchange students in Los Ange- 
les. The killings left tourist officials in 
Anaheim and the rest of Orange County

struggling to distance themselves and 
their $4.8 billion industry from their ur- 
ban neighbor. 

But before writing Disneyland off con- 
sider Kathy and Gordon Flock, honey - 
mooners who had heard attendance was 
down but wound up in a park jammed 
with crowds on Good Friday.

Those arc attitudes to make Mickey 
smile. “We’ve had a great spring break,” 
said a hopeful .Disneyland spokesman, 
Lindsay Sclinebley. “We have continued 


to rebound toward the pre-quake level.” 

Amusement Business magazine put 
1993 Disneyland attendance at 11.4 riiil- 
lion, down slightly but still second among 
U.S. theme parks. 

Only Disney's Magic Kingdom in 
Florida’s Walt Disney World attracted 
more, with 12 million. (Disney’s other 
Florida parks, Epcot Center and Disncy- 
MGM Studios, were Nos. 3 and 4 with 10 
million and 8 million visitors respective- 
ly.) 

Slow tourism Jmrt Disneyland last year, 
but in-stote promotions helped. Struggling 
to keep attendance up. the park is admit- 
ting Southern Californians for $22 com- 
pared with the normal $30, at least 
through June 30. 

Promotions aside, times are tough. In an 
enthusiastic overall report on Disney. 
NatWcst Securities analysts Paul C. 
Marsh and Vincent Colicchio predicted 


recently that attendance would decline 10 
percent in the fiscal year ending Sept. 30. 

That would pul it at 10.8 million, down 
from 12 million during fiscal 1993, the an- 
alysts said. 

Still, with per-capita spending at nearly 
S45, they estimated Disneyland will gener- 
ate S485 million in revenue in 1994, with 
the figure rising to S520 million in 1995 — 
about the same as in 1993. Some analysts 
put spending even higher; Logsdon be- 
lieves it approaches S60 per visitor day. 

Disney has hud undeniable success with 
Mickey's Toontown, the eighth of Disney- 
land’s "lands," and will open an ambitious 
ride based on the “Indiana Jones" movie 
triIogy.in.l995. 

Other projects have had to wait as more 
critical problems arc addressed. A modern- 
ization of Tomorrowland is envisioned, but 
only after Epcot in Florida is updated, Dis- 
ney officials say. 

Indeed, Tomorrowland's “Circle-Vi- 
sion" theater, with its wrap-around movies, 
seems tame compared with today's mega- 
screen IMAX nnd ShowSc an theaters.

The world’s fair-like Wcstcot, a 
proposed $3 billion "second gate" 
adjacent to Disneyland, has been in- 
tensely studied by Disney. But the 
project is mired in worries over en- 
vironmental impact and government 
assistance. 

Meanwhile. Disney deals with 
bankers over Euro Disney’s huge 
debt, with the Japanese over a new 
occan-thcmc park beside Tokyo 
Disneyland, with critics in Virginia 
over a new American history theme 
park and with its own plans for a 
fourth park in Florida and search for 
a new park site in the Far East. 

AH this began when Disneyland 
opened in 1955, known to the enter- 
tainment world as "Walt Disney’s 
Folly.’’ With a heavy bank debt dat- 
ing from at least “Snow White," 
Disney had a tough time financing 
the park, which opened at a cost of 
$17 million. 


Despite help from many compa- 
nies that “sponsored" park areas, 
Walt Disney only gDl it open by 
borrowing against his life insur- 
ance and going into partnership 
with ABC-TV. ABC at the time 
was very much the stepchild third 
network, seeking prestige and any- 
thing to bolster programming. 

When ABC debuted the weekly 
show “Disneyland” in 1954, it be- 
came part of the promotion for the 
park. There were segments on vari- 
ous building projects at Disneyland, 
and a show on the park opening 
even won an Emmy. 

ABC invested $500,000 in the 
park and agreed to guarantee loans 
up to $4.5 million. In return, il was 
given 34.5 percent ownership of 
Disneyland. 

Disneyland was a clear success 
from the day it opened, July 17, 


1955. Disney bought out ABC's in- 
terest in I960 for S7.5 million. 

Nearly 39 years later, its draw re- 
mains powerful. 

Waiting to ride Space Mountain, 
the Idaho Flocks didn’t seem to 
mind that both of the George Lucas- 
designed attractions nearby, Star 
Tours and Captain Eo. were dosed,

A The son of the late Cecil Day-Lewis, who was 
England's poet laureate from 1968 to 1972, and 
the actress Jill Baicon, Daniel Day-Lewis has a reputa- 
tion for being a brilliant but eccentric actor who can play 
both gay and straight roles with equal case. Though he 
is a fiercely private person who refuses to discuss his 
personal life, his actions speak louder than his words. 
He has been linked with a number of well-known wom- 
en.

A The International Olympic Committee Charter 
states that each gold medal must contain at 
least 6 grains of pure gold, which would make it worth 
about $75 on today’s gold market. Silver medals must 
be at least .925 sterling silver. There are no rules con- 
cerning the purity of bronze medals. However, ac- 
cording to the Charter, all the medals must be 60 mil- 
limeters in diameter and 3 millimeters thick.

Q Baseballs signed by Major League players — 
how big a business are they for collectors? 
Which active player's signature is most valuable?' Is 
value affected by a signature on the “sweet spot” vs. 
another part of the ball?— J.V., Greenwich, Conn. 

A In the $2 billion-n-year sports memorabilia 
business, signed baseballs are the hottest items. 
Value is determined not only by the player’s popu- 
larity, but also by the era in which he played. A Cap 
Anson ball from the 19th ccntuiy can fetch as much ns 
$20 000. Signatures by deceased players like Babe 
Ruth can bring up to $3500. Living Hall of Famers 
come next, with a Mickey Mantle ball commanding up 
to $ 139. Signatures of sought-after players like Barry 
Bonds and Cal Ripken sell for $55 to $60. In general, 
prices do not fluctuate very often. And, no, prices are 
not higher for balls signed on the “sweet spot" where 
the two seams are parallel.

“We’ve got to get older drivers ofT the 
road who aren’t fit to drive.” 

Consider die bias of this remark! , 

I doubt that the same reporter would 
have considered saying, “We’ve got 
to getipo/nen driversoff the road who - 
aren’t fit to drive.” Both statements 
convey the idea that unfit drivers 
should not be on the road, and this is 
defensible. But to target an entire group 
as unfit is manifestly unfair. Unskilled 
or unqualified or impaired drivers 
come from all age groups, sexes and 
economic levels. 

So, why arc older drivers spotlight- 
ed when the topic of impaired drivers 
comes up? For one thing, there arc 
more and more of them. The number 
of licensed drivers over age 70 in the 
United States actually rose’ 1 1 8% be- 
tween 1 975 and 1 992. S i ncc the total ■ 
number of licensed driyers of all ages i 

went up only 32% in th ose 17 ycars,.we t 

- can see lharthc proportion of older dri- i 
vers is changing dramatically. i 

Some reasons for the persistent per- f 
ccption that older drivers arc unsafe 
include these: statistics; bad licensing a 
procedures for testing and renewal; too c 
few helpful alternatives; and ageism — v 
a widespread prejudice against the el- 
derly.

prowess and a slowing of reactions. Of 
all groups, the elderly arc statistically 
most likely to suffer impairments that 
would rule out driving. But these im- 
pairments arc n either aut omatic nor 
-true of all older dri vers. Thanks to med- 
ical advances, good nutrition and reg- 
ular exercise, many people today stay 
fit far longer than once was true. 

. Statistics indicate that our oldest — 
and youngest — drivers need to be 
checked more frequently than our dri- 
vers in their middle years. 

That may be true. But, in the, ca se 
of older drivers, there arc positives as 
well as negatives. Data on accidents 
from the United States Transportation 


Department show thaL in certain ways, 
older drivers behave more cautiously 
and more sensibly than most drivers 

in other age grou ps. 

For Instance, police reports on mo- 
tor vehicle accident fatalities show 
that 57% of the older occupants in- 
volved wore seatbelts, but only 46% of 
the younger ones wore them. Also,

meet the needs of drivers aged 55 and 
older have been mushrooming nation- 
wide. Some offer tips for safer defen- 
sive driving. There even are pointers 
for how to improve driving reaction 
time. In the American Automobile 
Association’s Safe Driving for Mature 
Operators, students learn, for exam- 
ple. to brake more effectively by piv- 
oting rather than by lifting their feet. 
(To lcam if there is a course near you, 
consult your local AAA office.) In ad- 
dition, the American Association of 
Retired Persons' 55 Alivc/Mature 
Driving course and the National Safety 
Council’s Coaching the Mature Driver 
arc among many worth investigating. 

Insurers in 34 states cut their rates for 
drivers who finish state-approved ac- 
cident-prevention courses. Some en- 
rolees with limitations — faulty sight, 
hearing, agility, reaction time — 
might be helped to face and cope with 
them. Some states grant limited-license 
privileges (to drive only in light traf- 
fic or in daylight, perhaps). Or they 
may be helped to find transportation. 

If it is unfair to disen inmate' against 
drivers in any specific age group, it is 
quite fair to give frequent road tests to 
drivers of all ages in an effort to weed 
out the unfit. The resultant increase in 
public safety might even cut the high- 
_ er rates auto insurers now charge young 
male drivers up to age 2 S. 

" • Ageism. -This-is prejudice against - 
older persons, and it is widespread. 
(Few Americans object to snide re- 
marks about the elderly as doddering 
in mind and body.) But it is hardly jus- 
tified. It’s important to remember that 
age and driver impairment aren’t au- ■ 
tomatic, inevitable or universal. 

A notable example is the New York 
socialite Brooke Aston She hns never 
needed eyeglasses and to this day drives 
and reads without them. She told me 
recently that she regards driving too 
slowly to be as hazardous as speeding, 
and that she avoids driving in New 
York City because of its gridlock and 
crowded streets. She recently renewed 
JcrNcw York Slale'driver’s license — 
jiist before her 92nd"KrtHday; 

“I really love driving,” she said. IB

2 tablespoons fresh limojuloo 
1/2 cup coarsely choppod Irosh cltnntro loaves 
t Carefully remove any tiny bones from flounder 
with a tweezer. Set fish on a broiler tray lined with 
aluminum foil. Preheat broiler. 

2 . Combine diced pineapple, cucumber, tomatoes, 
onions and pineapple juice in a heavy saucepan. 
Simmer over medium-low heat for 5 minutes, stir- 
ring occasionally. 

3. Reduce heat, add garlic and ginger, season with 
salt and continue cooking for another 5 minutes, 

4. Remove 1/4 cup of liquid from saucepan and mix 
it with cornstarch until smooth.

says Shan Lewis. “It becomes a chal- 
lenge rather than a low point. Sure, I 
have momentary depressions, but I 
don’t sink into them. Instead, I think: 
‘What’s my next move for survival?”’ 
A generation of adults and grand- 
parents grew up adoring Lewis and 
her sidekick Lamb Chop — the co- 
quettish sock with long, long lashes. 
But when that generation ended its 
childhood, it looked as if Lewis’ career 
had ended as well. Yet the puppeteer 
says she never accepted that. And it is 
a surprise to many in show business 
that her star is on the ascent once more. 

Although hcrponytail has been replaced 
by a bubble of red curls, Lewis, 60, is 
every bit as buoyant an entertainer 
today as she was in 1 952, when she 
won Arthur Godfrey's Talent Scouts. 

Last year, she was awarded her ninth 
Emmy. Her TV show. Lamb Chop's 
Play- Along!, aimed at kids ages 2 
to 9, has been renewed for a third 
season. Her videos regularly go 
platinum. There’s even an anima- 
ted Lamb Chop movie in the works. 

Upon meeting Shari Lewis at a 
New York hotel, I had two ques- 
tions: How did she make it back 
to children’s television? And how 
has she seen children change over 
the last three decades? 

In perspn, Lewis, wearing a pink 
pantsuit and delicate jewelry, is smart 
and direct She had just been awarded 
an honorary doctorate at New York's 
Hofstra University. (“No," she jokes. 
"Lamb Chop didn’t get a sheepskin!’’) 
The honor was all the more special 
because Lewis’ career seemed to have 
come to an end in 1963. “Most children’s 
shows went animated," she recalls, “so 
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It's too dull- 
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I began performing in Las Vegas. Then 
Vegas went rock and country, so I did 
celebrity game shows.They went ofT the 
air. So I conducted symphony orches- 
tras. They lost their government support 
And now Tm back on children’s showsi" 

Not that things had ever been sim- 
ple. In the mid-50s. Lewis complained 
when the program she was host of 
broadcast anti-Semitic cartoons. She 
was fired. For years, she has refused to

endorse pre-sweetened cereals. 

"There was a long time when Shari’s 
work was in an eclipse," says her hus- 
band of 36 years, Jeremy Torch cr. a pub- 
lisher.

Though Lewis has adapted her pa- 
forming style to the changing times, she 
has always held strong views about chil- 
dren’s entertainment "If something is 
too dull-witted for grownups, it’s too dull-

wiued for children," she says. “You see, 
children rise to the level of sophistication." 

Her motto is: “Don’t just view it. Do 
,it!” Her goal? To turn television into an 
activity. “The subtext of my show in the 
1960s was: ‘Watch me!" she explains. 
“Now, it’s ‘Come play with me!”’ 

I asked Lewis how children had 
changed since she and Lamb Chop 
started out. "Actually, children differ 
more from city to city than they do 
from decade to decade," she says. 
"Whether they’re quiet or energetic,' 
polite or rude, depends on their cultur- 
al, religious and ethnic backgrounds.” 
In addition to performing with musical 
touring companies, Lewis has written 59 
children’s books and made 20 videos. 

This is the first time she’s working with 
cltildrcn on the set of a TV show, and she 
says she’s fascinated by the wide range 
of children’s abilities: “A 3-year-old mem- 
orizes a song instantly. A 9-ycar-old 
can't It’s up to us to figure out how each 
one learns and what their abilities are.” 
For recreation, Lewis and ha husband 
hike and travel. It is a very romantic mar- 
riage. She says the secret is courtesy. 

They’re an unusual family. When 
daughter, Mallory, 31, a novelist and 
producer, won an Emmy for Play Along!, 
Mallory celebrated by sky-diving. She 
says she respects her mother’s charac- 
ter and determination most “What you 
see is what you get with my mom." 

On the show. Lamb Chop leads Char- 
lie Horse and Hush Puppy in rap songs. 
The program also focuses on values, 
with segments on bigotry and cheating.
